Regina, Sask, August 18—After 
being out for over an hour last vight 
the jary investigating the death of 
Barret Henderson, killed by Josiah 
Gilbert, a man 70 years old, broug!it 
in a verdict equivalent to murder in 
jthe first degree. Dr, Saymour, cor- 
}oner, took nearly an liour to sum up 


| the evidence, and from his charge the 


jury made out the case, He referred 
to the importance of the expert evi- 
dence adduced, showing thal the 
wound was horizontal, and that it 
must have been made by a gum hav- 
ing been pointed at the man from 
shoulder height while he was sitting 
in the rig, the explanation of Gilbert, 
that the gun had been accidentally 
discharged by hitting the door of the 
barn, being clearly unreliable in face 
of the evidence, A charge of slugs 
showed also that the deed was deliber 
ately planned and with malice afore 


thought, since such a charge was not 
used in shooting gophers or chickens 
as Gilbert variously claimed.

High Prices for Alberta 
Horses
